Reasons for Allowance 

1 . An amendment was received from the applicant on October 27, 2008. 

2. Claim 10 has been canceled. 

3. Claims 1 -9 and 1 1 -39 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The marine 
handling craft as claimed is not shown or suggested in the prior art because of the use 
of a craft that includes a track extending above a compartment for entry and exit of a 
smaller vessel, and at least one attachment block for travel along said track, said 
attachment block being attachable to a tether that extends from a mother vessel. 

5. The prior art as disclosed by Axelsson (US 6,178,914) shows the use of a marine 
handling craft that is connectable to a tether that is attachable to a mother ship, and can 
be raised and lowered by means of a crane hoist. Geriene et al. (US 6,474,255) 
discloses a marine vehicle that includes a track that allows for attachment of a tether, 
said tether being attachable to a crane on a ship.
